■ AND whereas 'by the Out AS paffed in the forty-fourth year of His 
Majefty’s Reign, intituled, “ An Aft for empowering His Majefty to 
“ diredt the Augmentation of His Militia Forces in Ireland to an extent 
“ therein limited,” power was given to the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland for 
the time being, to iffiie his orders to any Colonel of any Regiment or Bat- 
talion of the Militia of 'Ireland, to enrol and receive into the fame fuch 
Volunteers as fhould.offer to ferve therein, provided that the whole number 
fhould not exceed one hundred Rank and Fileyer Company, with the ufual 
proportion of Commiffioned and Non-commiffioned Officers: And whereas 
m purfuance of the faid Act, orders have been - fo iffued for the augmenta- 
tion of the following Regiments or Battalions to the full numbers allowed 
by the faid Ad, that is -to fay ; the Antrim , Armagh , Carlow, Cavan, Cork, 
South Down, North Down, Dublin County, Dublin City,. Galway, Kerry, 
Kilkenny , Kings County, Leitrim, Limerick County, Limerick City , London, 
deny, Louth, 'Mayo North, Mayo South, Meath, Monaghan, Queen's County, 
Rofcommon, Sligo, Tipperary, Tyrone, Weftmeath, JVexford, and Wicklow, 
which augmentation, by the terms of the faid AS, was to continue only 
durinv the prefent War ; BE it therefore EnaSed,- That during the conti- 
nuance of the prefent War, the Eftabliffiment of the laid, Regiments lhall 
be five Serjeants and one hundred Rank and File, including five Corporals, 
per Company ; and that the number of Officers lhall, during Rich aug- 
mentation and no longer, be as follows, that is to fay ; two Lieutenant 
Colonels, and two Majors to each Regiment, and one Lieutenant Colonel 
and two Majors to each Battalion fo augmented ; and to every Company 
fo augmented, whether in a Regiment or Battalion, one Captain, two 
Lieutenants, and -one Enfign ; and every Grenadier and Light Infantry 
■Company, confining of the like number of one hundred Men each, lhall 
have one Captain and three Lieutenants.

And be it further Enaaed, That it lhall and may be lawful to and for 
the Lord Lieutenant or other Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland for 
the time being, to iffue his Orders in like manner for a fimilar augmentation 
of any of the other Regiments or Battalions of the Militia of Ireland, which 
have not been fo .augmented, and that from thenceforth during the prefent 
'War, the Eftabliffiment of fuch Regiment or Battalion lhall be fuch number 
of Men per Company, not exceeding one hundred Rank and File, as lhall 

befpecified in the Warrant direcTing fuch augmentation, with the propor- 
tion of Commiffioned and Non-commiffioned Officers aforefaid ; and all 
the clauies, matters and things in the Ibid recited Ad of Parliament con- 
tained relative to fuch augmentation, and to the advancing and railing the 
fums neceffarv for effedting the lame, lhall Hand and remain m full tome 
and effea.; any thing hereinbefore contained to the contrary in any wile 
notwithftanding. 

And be it further Enaaed, That it lhall be lawful for every Colonel of 
the faid Militia, when appointed, from time to time to appoint the numDe 
aforefaid refpeaively of Lieutenant Colonels, Majors, Adjutants, My- 
mafters, Serjeants, Quarter Mailers' and Affiftant Surgeons, and all otne. 
Officers for his Regiment or Battalion, qualified as hereinafter directe , 
and every Colonel fo appointing any fuch Officer, lhall certiry to tl e o 
Lieutenant or other Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland lor the t 
being, the names and ranks of all fuch Officers fo appointed ; an 111 
the Lord Lieutenant or other Chief Governor or Governors of 
the time being, lhall, within fourteen days after luch certificate a ^ 
been laid before him or them, fignify his or their disapprobation o > 
the Perfons lb appointed, it lhall not be lawful for the laid Colonels t ( 
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of them, to grant a Commiffion to any Perfon fo difapproved, but Com- 
^ miffions ffiall be granted to all fuch Perfons fo appointed, who ihall not 
be lo difapproved as aforefaid ; and all Officers of the faid Militia 
(hall rank with the Officers of His Majefty’s Forces as youngeft of their 
rank. 



And be it further Enabled, That no Commiffion of any Officer in the Officers 
Militia Ihall be vacated by reafon of the revocation, expiration, relignation Coouriiilion» 
or other dilcontinuance of the Commiffion of the fuperior Officer by whom 0 ™^™° 
he was appointed. load's is re- 

voked, &c. 

And be it further Enacted, That the Commanding Officer for the time Military 
being of each Regiment or Battalion of the Militia in Ireland, ffiall have the 
chief Command of fuch Regiment or Battalion, notwithftanding any order. Command of 
'direction, matter or thing contained in any Commiffion or appointment of Regiments, 
a Governor or Governors of any County in Ireland. vernors °&c 

And be it further Enabled, That it fhall and may be lawful for His jjis Majefty 
Majefty, His Heirs and Succeffors, from time to time as he or they ffiall mayfignify 
think fit, to fignify His or their pleafure to the Colonel or other Command- 
ing Officer of any fuch Regiment or Battalion of Militia, to difplace all or Officers, 
any Officer of Militia ferving under him in fuch Regiment or Battalion ; 
and upon fuch bonification of His or their pleafure, the fame ffiall be difplaced. 
accordingly ; and that it ffiall and may be lawful for the Colonel of any fuch 
Regiment or Battalion to accept the Refignation of any Officer of his Regi- 
ment or Battalion, and under all cafes of Vacancy by Refignation, Death, 

Removal or otherwife, it ffiall and may be lawful for luch Colonel to ap- 
point fuch other fit and qualified Perlons as he ffiall think proper to fill up 
fuch Vacancy, in like manner and under like Reftritftions as he is by this 
A61 empowered originally to appoint any Officer or Officers. 

And be it further Enafted, That when any Colonel of any Regiment in the Ab- 
or Battalion of Militia fhall be abfent from the United Kingdom, all fence of. Co- 
powers which ffiail from time to time be given by Law to fuch Colonel, Powers^ffiall 
whether in filling vacancies in fuch Regiment or Battalion, or in any veft in the 
•other way whatfoever, ffiall be veiled in and lawfully may be exercifed Conv 
by the next Officer in Command in fuch Regiment or Battalion who ffiall 
be refiding within the United Kingdom, until fuch Colonel ffiall be re- 
turned to the United Kingdom, and ffiall have notified his arrival to the 
Officer entitled to exercifo the laid powers during his ablence ; and all A61s, 
matters and things done by fuch Officer next in cojmmand as aforefaid, in 
exercifing the powers legally veiled in Colonels, ffiall be good and valid 
m the Law equally as if they had been done by the Colonel himfelf.

And be it Enabled, That every Colonel or Commanding Officer of the 8 
Militia of the laid Cities of Dublin , CgfJi and Limerick relpeblively, fhall 
be feifed or poffeffed, either in Law or Equity, for his own . ufe and benefit, 
in poffeffion of a real or freehold Eftate, or of a term of years whereof 
twenty years fnall be unexpired, of the yearly value of one thoufand Pounds, 
or fhall be poffeffed of a perfonal Eftate alone, or feifed or poffeffed of real 
and perfonal Eftate together of the value of ten thoufand Pounds; and 
every Lieutenant Colonel of the Militia of the faid cities fhall in like man- 
ner be feifed or poffeffed of a like Eftate of the yearly value of fix hundred 
Pounds, or fhall be poffeffed of a perfonal Eftate alone, or feifed and pol- 
fefted of real and perfonal Eftate together of. the value of five thouland 
Pounds ; and every Major thereof fhall in like manner be feifed or poffefled 
of a like Eftate of the yearly value of one hundred and fifty Pounds, or 
fhall be poffeffed of a perfonal Eftate, or feifed and poffeffed of real freehold 
and perfonal Eftate together of the value of three thoufand Pounds ; and 
every Captain thereof fhall in like manner be feifed or poffeffed of a like 
Eftate of the yearly value -of one hundred Pounds, or fhall be poffeffed of 
a perfonal Eftate, and feifed and poffeffed of a real freehold and perfonal 
Eftate together of the value of one thoufand five hundred Pounds ; ana 
every Lieutenant thereof fhall in like manner be feifed or poffeffed of the

perfons ufually or at the time refident or dwelling xvitnin fuch parifh or 
place, between the ages of fixteen and forty-five years, diftinguifhing the 
profeffion, trade or occupation of each ; and when the true name of any 
fuch Perfon cannot be procured, fetting down his common appellation, 
which will be fufficient, and alfo diftinguifhing luch as labour under any 
infirmity likely to incapacitate them from ferving as Militia Men, and to 
return the fame to the Meeting appointed as aforefaid to be held in the 
Subdivifion where fuch parifh or place is fituated refpedtively, verifying 
upon oath at the foot thereof, that he has formed the faid lift or lifts 37 
fairly, honeftly and impartially, without favour, affedtioii or malice towards 
any Perfon ; and that he had ufed his beft endeavours to difcover the names 
of all the male inhabitants of the parifh or diftridl for which lie has made 
a Return ; and that the name of every Perfon whom he difeovered to be 
dwelling or refident within fuch parifh or place, and who is liable and re- 
quired by law to be inferted therein, is inferted therein. 

Provided always, and be it Enadted, That if in any county or county 
of a city or town fuch General Meeting fhall not be held within the time 
aforefaid, it fhall and may be lawful for any one Governor of fuch county 
or county of a city or town, within fix days after the expiration of the time 
for holding fuch meeting, to make divifions of fuch county, county of a 
city or town as aforefaid, if not already divided, appoint times and places 
for Subdivifional Meetings, and iffue orders for making out and returning 
lifts in manner aforefaid ; and every fuch divifion, appointment or order, 
fhall be as valid to all intents and purpofes as if the fame had been made 
at a General Meeting held as aforefaid. 

Provided alfo, and be it Enadted, That if in any parifh or place there 
fhall be no Conftable or other Officer, or fuch Conftable or other Officer 
fhall refufe to receive the order which fhall be given to him as aforefaid to 
make out the lifts, the Chief or High Conftable or other Peace Officer or 
Colledior, receiving the command as aforefaid, fhall appoint a fit and 
proper perfon toadl as Conftable therein for the purpofe of executing this 
Adt, and no other. 
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And be it further Ena&ed, That no perfoti being one of the people called Quake™ n«u 
Quakers fhall be appointed Chief, High or Petty Conftables or other S 0 !, 1 ’' Co “" 
j Officers, for the purpofe of carrying any of the regulations of this A£t into 
execution : Provided always, that if any perfon dial! be appointed* to fuch 
offices, and (hall refufe to accept thereof by reafon of his beino- one of the 
people called Quakers, and fhall produce a certificate under "the hands of 
two or more reputable Houfekeepers, being of the people called Quakers, 
dated within the three months immediately preceding the day on whic hit 
Hall be produced, acknowledging fuch perfon to be one of their perfuafion, 
and thereupon iome other fit and proper perfon fhall be appointed Chief’

Which conviftion, or any other form of conviftion to that or the like effeft, 
fliall lie good, valid and effectual in Law, without fetting out the evidence, 
or Rating any other matter more particularly or otherwife than as afore- 
faid. 

And be it further Enafted, That no order or conviftion made by any 
Governor or Governors, or by any Juftice or Juft: ices of the Peace, under 
or by virtue of this Aft, {hall be removed by Certiorari or other writ or 
procefs, out of the county, city or place wherein luch order or conviftion 
was made, into any of His Majefty’s fuperior Courts of Record in Dublin ; 
and that no writ of Certiorari or other writ, {hall fuperfede any execution jj 
or other proceedings upon any fuch order or conviftion fo made in purfu- 
ance of this Aft, but that the execution fhall be made thereupon ; any fuch 
writ or writs or allowance thereof notwithftandin°\ 

And be it further Enafted, That if any Aftion fhall be brought againft any 
perfon or perfons for any thing done in purfuance of this Aft, luch aftion or 
id it fhall be commenced within fix months next after the faft committed, 
and not afterwards, and fhall be laid in the county or place where the caule 
of complaint did arife, and not elfewhere ; and the defendant or defendants in 
every fuch aftion or fuit may plead the general lftiie, and give this Aft arid 
the ftpecial matter in evidence at any trial to be had thereupon ; and in any
